RCHARD View Melody 285457 
@) has been crowned the new 

queen in class BB as a re- 
ward for producing the greatest 
amount of butter fat as a four and 
one-half to five year old cow. 
““Melody”’ produced 15194.8 pounds 
of milk and 923.7 pounds of butter 
fat with an average test of 6.08. 
This record is 2.3 pounds of butter 
fat more than the record made in 
the same class by that great cow, 
Palotterie of High Rock 187483, 
A. R., that has led class BB with 
16147.3 pounds of milk and 921.4 
pounds of butter fat.

While ‘‘ Melody” does not carry 
the name of Lynbrook Farm, owned 
by T. P. Lindsay, Southboro, Mas- 
sachusetts, nevertheless she carries 
the breeding of that establishment. 
Back some years ago, Howard At- 
wood, Bolton, Massachusetts, bred 
Lady Frances Falwick 87011 to 
Shorewood Reliance 88137 that was 
owned by Lynbrook Farm. From 
this breeding came Orchard View 
Reliance 143441 that is the sire of 
“*Melody.”. It will be recalled that 
Shorewood Reliance 88137 was se- 
secured by Mr. Lindsay as a young

calf and was used for several years 
in the herd. 

It was undoubtedly through 
Shorewood Reliance 88137 that the 
Lynbrook herd inherited such re- 
markably strong udders and heavy 
production. His production is 
shown from the fact that nine of his 
daughters, all in immature classes, 
produced an average of 11868.8 
pounds of milk and 624.02 pounds 
of butter fat. At the dispersal of 
the Lynbrook sale ‘‘ Reliance” was 
sold to the late George P. McLean, 
Holly Farm, Simsbury, Connecticut, 
for $9,100. 
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Lynbrook Reliance’s Jerry 210335, herd sire at Lynbroox Farm, 
is a half brother to ‘‘ Melody.” 


As stated in the Journal of Febru- 
ary 1 of this year, in the write-up 
of Lynbrook Milkyway 394108, a 
new herd was founded with seven 
blemished cows and seven young 
heifers. Out of this foundation has 
come the present herd at Lynbrook. 
It was necessary to have a bull to 
follow Shorewood Reliance 88137 
so Mr. Lindsay turned to Mr. At- 
wood’s herd and secured the young 
bull, Orchard View Reliance 143411, 
by the former herd sire at Lyn- 
brook, as well as three of his daugh- 
ters. In this purchase was included 
the present world champion, Or- 
chard View Melody 285437. Orchard 
View Reliance 143441 has the un- 
usual record of producing daughters 
that have five class leading records 
including two world records. The 
average of the eight daughters that 
have completed their records is 
9612.8 pounds of milk and 679.8 
pounds of butter fat. 
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‘“Melody”’ had a previous record 
in class D of 12719.3 pounds of milk 
and 729.4 pounds of butter fat. 
The table will show the other records 
of ‘‘Reliance’’ daughters. It will 
be noted that four of the eight rec- 
ords have been made in the double 
letter classes. Thatis, besides mak- 
ing the record these animals have 
produced calves. 

Two sons of ‘“‘Reliance”’ are now 
in active service. One, Frankland

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Animals As They Are 
Or As You Want Them To Be 


By John §.Clark 


GOOD many years ago I at- 
A tempted to bring before 
Guernsey cattle breeders an 
abuse which was then becoming 
more prevalent each season. This 
particular practice is not confined 
to any one section of the country, 
or to any one group of breeders or 
to any one breed of livestock. In 
practice, it is now almost universal. 
I refer to the retouching of ani- 
mal photographs as used mainly for 
advertising purposes. I know that 
in again bringing up this subject I 
am playing with T.N.T., which a 
scientific friend informs me is many 
times more powerful than dynamite. 
I wish to make it clear, however, 
that I have absolutely no personal 
animosity or malice with any person 
connected with animal photography. 
The several nationally known pho- 
tographers happen to be good per- 
sonal friends of mine and are real 
folk. It is not the fault of the 
photographers that pictures are 
painted or cut as is generally sup- 
posed. The picture-taker merely 
gives the breeder what the latter 
desires, and in many cases, demands. 
The sales managers are not at fault 
in using doctored pictures in their 
sale catalogues as they have to re- 
produce the photographs as sent 
them by consignors of cattle. The 
fault is squarely up to the breeder. 
Years ago I had many live stock 
pictures taken and they were some- 
times retouched. I thought nothing 
about the matter at the time as the 
majority of breeders were doing the 
same thing. However, I soon be- 
gan to think the matter over and 
came to the conclusion that serious 
damage was being carried on—dam- 
age that might not be realized until 
years later. 
We all know what a change in 
appearance paint and cosmetics 
make to a veteran of the movies. 
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From personal acquaintance I know 
that some of these folk are not more 
altered in appearance than are some 
of our noted Guernseys when com- 
pared to their printed pictures. 

Suppose you have a picture of a 
cow taken. The loin is not level 
so it is filled in a bit; the rump is 
straightened or the fore udder is 
made to appear far better than it is 
in reality; tails are fixed up to be 
more attractive; a thick throaty 
neck is loped off to give an impres- 
sion of clean cut dairy characteris- 
tics; heads are altered or in the case 
of dogs or horses ears are changed, 
legs tampered with, tails become 
long and flowing. Finally, you 
have your photograph and in look- 
ing it over think that animal is sure 
a good one. Let me remark here 
the impression you have just ac- 
quired is sure trouble for you later 
on or for some other breeder who 
has never seen the animal but pur- 
chases some of its progeny, think- 
ing he has certain strong inherited 
traits as regards structural anatomy. 

In making up a picture pedigree 
we often go back several generations 
and if most of the cows show in their 
photographs, capacity, good udders 
or straight toplines, we figure our 
young animal carries this inherited 
trait so we go ahead breeding and 
not until later do we pay for either 
our own or the other chap’s folly. 

It is nearly impossible at the 
moment to get out a several genera- 
tion picture pedigree of any animal 
without using some retouched pho- 
tographs. Also, in advertising we 
all use some pictures that have been 
fixed up as no other likeness is avail- 
able, despite the fact we may be 
familiar with the individual and 
know it was not the equal or per- 
haps it was better than the photo- 
graph. I expect soon to have space 
in the Journal showing a likeness 


and pedigree of Cleopatra, Queen 
of the Egyptians, provided I can 
get a picture of the lady with 
enough clothes on to pass the critical 
eye of those Peterborough censors. 
I do not know in this particular 
case if the picture is a “natural,” or 
not, having never met the lady. 

Of course, in constructive breed- 
ing we have invisible pictures to 
reckon with. Professor Heizer of 
Ohio, Parmalee Prentice of Mount 
Hope or Professor Rice of Massa- 
chusetts have been spending time 
and money teaching us the value of 
inheritance that cannot be meas- 
ured by the eye or lens. But this 
is not an article about bull indices, 
although the two subjects are more 
closely related than is generally 
supposed. 

I sincerely believe it is just as bad 
practice to sell animals from re- 
touched photos or progeny from 
those animals, as it is to fake a pedi- 
gree or show an animal in competi- 
tion at a fair with parafine or soft 
wax under its hide to fill a depres- 
sion. Soft soap has aided a de- 
pression but it has never had a last- 
ing benefit. 

This year I know of one man who 
came East, 1,500 miles, to purchase 
an animal pictured in a sale cata- 
logue. At a personal sacrifice of 
time and money this man came 
prepared to buy a certain individual. 
He looked at the animal at the sale 
grounds, then at the picture in the 
catalogue, but the only likeness was 
in the color markings—an expensive 
experience—and nothing has been 
done to stop others from following 
the same path. 

Personally, this year I have made 
two trips to sales to buy two indi- 
vidual bulls. They had fine pedi- 
grees and the photographs in the 
catalogues indicated splendid indi-

milk in practically all of the leading 
cities, was an enlightenment to all 
those present. The possibilities for 
further growth, as pointed out by 
Mr. Bates, were such as to give even 
the smallest breeder of pure bred 
Guernseys the incentive to build up 
his herd and “‘carry on.”’ 

Professor L. A. Higgins, Dairy 
Extension man at the Mississippi 
State College, gave the breeders 
some valuable information and sig- 
nificant statistics on raising feed 
for their cattle. His talk was fol- 
lowed by a few remarks from a 
prominent visitor, Lloyd Burling- 
ham, Secretary of the National 
Dairy Show that is to be held at 
St. Louis, October 12-19, which, 
according to Mr. Burlingham, is to 
be a “‘ Friendly Show,” and is to in- 
clude several interesting features 
and programs. Mr. Fuller, Sec- 
retary-Manager of the Mid-South 
Fair, Memphis, also extended to 
the breeders a cordial invitation to 
the Fair to show their cattle, and 
for the others to “bring their fifty 
cents for admission at the gate,”’ 
and enjoy the largest Mid-South 
fair ever held. 

At noon, a wonderful dairy lunch- 
eon was served on the front lawn, 
featuring Gayoso ‘“‘GOLDEN GUERN- 
SEY’’ products and Gayoso Barbe- 
cued Hampshire. 

Dick Ulken, manager of Gayoso 
Farms, took charge of the most in- 
teresting part of the program, giv- 
ing the crowd information and 
breeding on each individual in the 
Gayoso show herd, which passed 
in review before the bleachers. 
Following this, the saddle horses 
were paraded, and Mr. Buntin made 
a few remarks concerning the plan 
to build up a small herd of well bred 
horses, being very careful to follow 
a definite breeding program, such 
as has been used in the cattle herd 
since it was established.

HE old Dutch windmill, a fa- 
miliar landmark to travelers 
around Lake Winnepesaukee, 

New Hampshire, since 1812, again 
breaks theskyline at the highest point 
of land on Guernsey Island. Guernsey 
breeders from all over America have 
contributed to the rebuilding of this 
ancient landmark to commemorate 
the home of the first Guernseys 
brought to America. Governor H. 
Styles Bridges of New Hampshire 
took time from his official duties to 
take part in the dedication. 

In 1831, Captain Prince, who 
visited the Island of Guernsey in 
the English Channel, brought with 
him a bull and two heifers. These 
were landed at Boston and taken 
to the Island in Lake Winnepe- 
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saukee. The records on one of the 
heifers were lost, but by means of 
a complete diary of breeding records 
kept by Joseph Barnard of Hopkin- 
ton, it was possible to register many 
of the offspring of the other original 
cow and bull, known as Pillsbury 
Bull 5816 and Pillsbury Cow 11310. 
The famous herd of the Canterbury 
Shakers at Canterbury, New Hamp- 
shire, was partially related to this 
original importation and the pedi- 
gree of the famous cow, Lily Belle 
of Canterbury 38535, may be traced 
back through the Brown Cow 11312 
and the Brown Bull 5819 to the 
Pillsbury Bull 5816. 

Shortly after the war of 1812, 
Paul Pillsbury, whose family later 
became famous in the milling indus- 


try, came to the Island and devel- 
oped it as a farm. In order to 
grind the grain used on the farm, a 
windmill was erected, which resisted 
decay, but was finally brought down 
in a storm in 1902. 

The memorial windmill is twenty- 
four feet in diameter, with three 
stories, and about forty feet high. 
The giant blades are twenty feet 
each and require canvas covers to 
put the mill in operation. The en- 
tire turret turns in order to obtain 
the most benefit from the wind. 

Except for the boards and shingles, 
all of the lumber used in reconstruct- 
ing the mill was hand hewn from trees 
felled on the Island, both pine and 
oak being used. The mill now in- 
cludes an observation platform from 
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which may be seen lakes, villages 
and mountains for miles around. 

Lewis McIntyre of Center Tuf- 
tonboro, who saw the mill for the 
first time when he was seven years 
of age, or more than sixty years ago, 
reconstructed the mill exactly as it 
first appeared. Even the giant 
wooden shafts that run the mill 
were turned out by hand with a 
chisel and crank. The complete 
framework is of pine and oak tim- 
bers fastened together with wooden 
pegs. 

The second floor of the mill is to 
be a museum to the Guernsey breed 
and includes some of the original 
relics, such as the mill hopper and 
castings which were found in the 
wreckage. 

The completion of the mill was 
the result of the efforts of a com- 
mittee consisting of William H. 
Caldwell of Peterborough, Charles 
E. Tisdale, President of the New 
Hampshire Guernsey Breeders As- 
sociation, Andrew L. Felker, Com- 
missioner of Agriculture, and H. H. 
Blake of Concord. Several years 
ago at a New Hampshire State 
picnic, Mr. Felker suggested chang- 
ing the name of the Island, then 
known as “‘ Cow Island,’’ to ‘“‘ Guern- 
sey Island,’’ and after this was done 
by act of the Legislature of New 
Hampshire, the New Hampshire 
Association appointed a committee 
for a memorial. 

At the dedication on August 23, 
Mr. Caldwell, acting as Chairman, 
first called on Captain Herbert A. 
Blackstone, who, with L. D. Roys, 
owns the Island. Using the steps of 
the windmill to speak from, the 
Captain pointed out where the old 
buildings stood, including the: barn 
and shed and cheese house. Mr. 
Caldwell then officially turned the 
memorial over to the custody of 
Mr. Roys, who maintains Camp 
Idlewild, a camp of 150 boys on the 
Island. 

Governor Bridges, in a brief ad- 
dress, complimented the Guernsey 
breeders and said that it was his 
opinion that no one in New Hamp- 
shire need seek a finer breed than 
the Guernsey. He paid high trib- 
ute to the breed, commenting on its 
progress and said that New Hamp- 
shire should indeed be proud that 
the Guernsey breed had its start in 
America in New Hampshire, and 
that it maintains its central office 
in that state. 

Commissioner Andrew L. Felker 
was visibly proud that the project 
which he had first given thought to 
had succeeded, and urged his listen- 
ers that New Hampshire lay a foun- 
dation to furnish top quality dairy 
stock for the Southern New Eng- 
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land market, which requires thous- 
ands of replacement cattle each 
year. 

Karl B. Musser, Secretary of The 
American Guernsey Cattle Club, 
reported that the 23,000 Guernsey 
breeders all over America and nine 
foreign countries were interested in 
the dedication of the memorial and 
proud of the tradition which ties 
New Hampshire with the Guernsey 
breed. 

Mr. Caldwell introduced Mrs. 
Elliot Burwell of Mirror Lake, who 
has been active not only in suggest- 
ing the Guernsey memorial, but 


also in raising funds. Charles E. 
Tisdale closed the meeting and 
after inspecting Camp Idlewild, 
Guernsey breeders took the various 
boats back to Lakeport and The 
Weirs. 

The memorial may be reached by 
taking the mail boats from Lakeport 
or The Weirs either in the morning 
or afternoon, or if shorter time is 
necessary, it is possible to drive to 
Long Island and hire a boat to taxi 
over the short distance to Guernsey 
Island. Visitors at any time will 
be welcomed by L. D. Roys of 
Camp Idlewild.

Fall Sales 


The half-way mark has been reached 
in the bovine tuberculosis campaign. 
Many years ago the United States 
Department of Agriculture began a 
drive to eradicate this disease from the dairy herds of 
this country. It has been a slow process, but during the 
past two years, since the increase in appropriations by 
the Federal government, the progress has been rapid. 

Two more states, Colorado and New Mexico, have 
been officially designated by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture as modified accredited areas, 
signifying that they are practically free from bovine 
tuberculosis. These states make a total of twenty-four, 
or one-half the number in the Union, that are in the 
tuberculosis-free area. On a county basis, the pro- 
portion of ‘‘modified’’ areas is well over four-fifths of 
all the counties in the United States and the work is 
progressing very rapidly in most of the remaining 
counties. The tests are being applied at the rate of 
nearly three million each month. 

The testing of cattle for tuberculosis in both Colorado 
and New Mexico was completed sooner than was 
anticipated because of the Federal emergency funds 
available for the purpose. The work was conducted 
among the range and semi-range herds, and very little 
infection was found in either state.

ASSACHUSETTS now has a real 
M fair of its own and the 

Guernsey breeders’ have 
done much to bring about this con- 
dition. At one time Framingham 
was the center of showing, then 
later Brockton, but now Topsfield 
holds the honors. Of course, the 
Eastern States Exposition is held at 
Springfield, Massachusetts, and 
there may be more herds shown 
there than at Topsfield, but the 
Topsfield Fair is in the class of that 
of Far Hills, New Jersey, and Bryn 
Mawr, Pennsylvania. 

Ninety head from eleven farms 
paraded before W. K. Hepburn, 
Emmadine Farm, Hopewell Junc- 
tion, New York, who judged this 
year’s event. Several of the classes 
were the best that have been seen 
in many rings. All the classes were 
filled and Judge Hepburn had a 
real job in placing his ribbons. Let 
it be said, however, that his deci- 
sions were well received by the large 
and interested ringside. The ring- 
side was composed of a great many 
of the prominent breeders of New 
England and remained exceptionally 
attentive for the entire day. 

They were well rewarded in at least 
three of the classes that were of 
unusual character. In the two year 
old class, with twelve entries, there 
was the greatest promise of future 
dairy cows that has been seen at 
many a fair with more entries. It 
was an exceptional class and one 
that raised the enthusiasm of the 
spectators. After a very difficult 
piece of judging, Riverview’s Ger- 
trude 377398, shown by Wethers- 
field Farm, was chosen first and a 
very close second and third were 
Rockingham Highlight 434784, 
owned by Rockingham Farm, and 
Argilla Claire 390536, owned by 
Argilla Farm. 

An aged cow class that would 
have done justice to one of the great 
state fairs came before Judge Hep- 
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Alfalfa Farm Philosopher 203950, senior and grand 
champion bull, owned by Argilla Farm. 


burn when fifteen animals were led 
into the ring. Here again the 
placings were very close and several 
of the animals shown would have 
made excellent tops. Rockingham 
Princess Garnet 385106, the grand 
champion in 1934, was chosen to 
head the class, after the judge had 
very reluctantly placed Birchfield 
Monody 266480 into a lower posi- 
tion. ‘“‘Monody” is a_ beautiful 
cow with a wonderful body but had 
an injured quarter. DeNormandie 
Farm was second with Green Mead- 
ow Sylvia 367109, followed closely 
by Golden Elen of Hill Girt 307716, 
shown by Catamount Dairies, and 
Meredith Pauline 379790, shown by 
Meredith Farm. 

The get of sire was the third out- 
standing class and was won by an 
exceptional group of animals, the 
get of Rockingham Prince Hollistar 
199981. 

A class of unusual interest in this 
show was the Advanced Register 
class where all cows having Ad- 
vanced Register records were shown. 
Here again Rockingham Princess 
Garnet 385106 was chosen first. 

Junior championships were di- 
vided between Rockingham Farm 
and Alfalfa Farm with the former 
securing the junior championship 
for bulls on Rockingham Royal 
Sport, and the latter taking the 
honor in the female section with 
Alfalfa Farm Belladonna 427940. 
The senior championship for bulls 
was awarded to Alfalfa Farm Phil- 
osopher 203950, shown by Argilla 
Farm, while the senior champion- 
ship for females went to River- 
view’s Gertrude 377398, exhibited 
by Wethersfield Farm, that was 
also awarded the grand champion- 
ship, while the bull grand champion- 
ship was awarded to Alfalfa Farm 
Philosopher 203950. Both of these 


animals were of excellent type and 
constitution. : 

The American Guernsey Cattle 
Club again renewed its Breeder’s 
Rosettes that were received with 
considerable enthusiasm. In a great 
many instances these ribbons were 
awarded to the first three places. 
All in all, the show was one of those 
splendid affairs that help promote 
good Guernseys and excellent fel- 
lowship.

Northwest Washington Parades Again 


HE annual summer field day 
if of the Northwest Washington 
Guernsey Federation was held 
at the farm of Friedrichs Brothers, 
Bow, Washington, on July 10. As 
usual, the feature of the day was the 
exhibit of the ‘‘600-pound Cow 
Class,”’ consisting of cows that have 
exceeded 600 pounds of butter fat 
in a year. This year there were 
eleven entries, and the accompany- 
ing picture shows them as they were 
lined up on the basis of type by the 
judges. R.H. Unsworth of British 
Columbia was the judge, assisted 
by Dr. Otto Hill of Washington 
State College. A spell of good 
working weather kept many more 
owners and 600-pound cows at 
home, although the attendance was 
125. 

As the crowd assembled, the cat- 
tle in the herd were informally in- 
spected, and the present and future 
world record and class leader cows 
were given the once over. A judg- 
ing contest for 4-H and Smith- 
Hughes boys was held. In the 4-H 
contest, Louis Hocksburger of 
Whatcom County won first with a 
100 per cent score. John Bussard 
of Whatcom and Murray Conn of 
Skagit County were second and

third. In the Smith-Hughes con- 
test, Brance Anderson of Whatcom 
County won first, with Emil Knud- 
son of Skagit County in second 
place. Donald Anderson, Walter 
Bratz and Lawrence Hanson of 
Skagit tied for third place. 

After lunch the welcome was 
given by Ben Friedrichs, president 
of the Federation, and reports were 
received from the three other coun- 
ties represented, along with British 
Columbia. Talks were made by 
Dr. Otto Hill, County Agent V. J. 
Valentine, Assistant County Agent 
Charles Krassin, and by Professor 
Buchanan of the State College. 
Musical numbers were rendered by 
several of the ladies. 

The cattle program was most in- 
teresting, starting with the judging 
of the 600-pound cows. Their plac- 
ing appears in the caption to the 
accompanying illustration, and they 
are a fair sample of the type of cow 
that has been making northwest 
Washington famous for its high pro- 
ducing Guernseys. 

A very interesting cattle study 
was found in the first five daughters 


of Darigold Prince 180582 to be 
tested. We have been waiting for 
them with keen anticipation, be- 
cause “Prince” is a full brother to 
Chuckanut Linneta 288172, whose 
record of 13156.9 pounds of milk 
and 823.9 pounds of butter fat 
makes her the world record cow in 
class GG, with a margin of forty 
pounds. He is sired by Chicona 
Belmont 104979, only bull of the 
breed to have two 800-pound two- 
year-old daughters. “Prince” is 
apparently going to transmit the 
high production he inherits, if his 
first five daughters are any indica- 
tion. 

One was Darigold Ruby 347807, 
with 11309.7 pounds of milk and 
635.27 pounds of fat in 298 days in 
class F. She was started in the triple 
letter class and the boys were count- 
ing on a world’s record, but she will 
not calve in time. Another was 
Western Glow Mayflower 369869, 
whose production of 10109.8 pounds 
of milk and 493.44 pounds of butter 
fat in 225 days in class GGG indi- 
cates a world record in that class

HE Northeastern District Re- 

gional Guernsey Show of In- 
diana was held at Decatur, on Tues- 
day, August 6. Differing from 
other regional shows Guernsey day 
was one of five big holidays for 
Decatur. The entire week was 
given over to an Agricultural Street 
Fair, with the Chamber of Com- 
merce providing the money for pre- 
miums. Thursday was Cloverleaf 
Dairy Day, a semi-annual event 
sponsored by the Cloverleaf 
Creamery. Their program has for 
many years attracted from 20,000 
to 30,000 people including not only 
farmers, but railroad executives 
and persons of importance in the 
Dairy Manufacturing business. The 
Creamery arranged with the In- 
diana Guernsey Breeders Associa- 
tion to have on exhibit the Byrd 
Antarctic cattle. 

This year Professor J. B. Fitch, 
Head of the Dairy Department, 
University of Minnesota, and native 
of Northeastern Indiana, did a nice 
job of judging and his reasons and 
discussion of breeding were much 
appreciated. The committee in 
charge consisted of Dale D. Moses, 
Committee Chairman, Peter B. Leh- 
man, Decatur, Secretary-Treasurer, 
and Everett Beaty, Huntington. 
These men were ably and energetic- 
ally assisted by County AgentsArch- 
bold of Adams County, and Collings 
of Huntington County, and by the 
cow testers of the two Dairy Herd 
Improvement Associations. Through 
the efforts of County Agent Arch- 
bold and his cow testers and office 
force, a program was prepared. 
About 100 breeders attended and 
followed the judging very closely. 
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At the West Central Regional Show: Ralph Rinehart, holding 
Sequel’s Eva 445865, junior champion female, Peggy Spencer 
and J. N. Spencer holding Kenfleur’s Orinda Crescent 342777, 
senior and grand champion female. 


This attendance included represent- 
ative breeders from most of the 
Northeastern Indiana counties, as 
wellassomefrom Ohio. The breed- 
ers of Van Wert County, Ohio, have 
been rather close to the develop- 
ment in this part of Indiana. While 
the bulk of the exhibit was from 
Huntington and Adams Counties, 
a new breeder, William H. Link, 
Fort Wayne, brought down two 
head from Allen County. Due 
partly to the interest and leader- 
ship of County Agent B. V. Wid- 
ney, a very enthusiastic 4-H Club 
boy and his father, Dalton Beard, 
Columbia City, exhibited the first 
prize senior yearling heifer from 
Whitley County. 

The show was satisfactory and 
satisfying from many angles. Fif- 
teen bulls and fifty-three females 
were exhibited, a total of sixty- 
eight head. Mark Miller’s Coop- 
er’s Rosemere 1960838, a son of 
Langwater Africander 57121, re- 
peated his last year’s record by 
again taking the senior and grand 
championship. Laddie of Vic- 
tory Noll 226173, the senior bull 
calf exhibited by Victory Noll Farm, 
was junior champion. This is the 


son of Langwater Shah 97043 that 
the Society of Missionary Cate- 
chists, the owners of this farm, have 
recently secured. The grand cham- 
pion cow, June’s May Rose Pride 
353466, Everett Beaty’s four year 
old, has a record in the Dairy Herd 
Improvement Association as a two 
year old of 402 pounds of butter 
fat. The junior champion, Lassie 
Girl’s Louise 430143, shown by a 
Huntington County Club boy, Rob- 
ert Sale, is one of the attractive 
daughters of Hilltop Qui Vive Ham- 
bro184762. Thequality, especially of 
the HuntingtonCounty exhibit, was 
very satisfying. A record was kept 
of prizes won by animals bred by 
exhibitor and a Guernsey Island 
Cream Can was awarded to the 
Premier Breeder. This went to 
the veteran Huntington County 
breeder, Ray Nosker, with Everett 
Beaty of Huntington as the runner- 
up.

West Central District Show 


HE last of five 1935 Regional 
"e Guernsey Shows sponsored 

by the Indiana Guernsey 
Breeders Association was the West 
Central District Show held at the 
attractive City Park at Veeders- 
burg, on Friday, August 17. This 


event, held in conjunction with the 


annual field day of the Indiana 
Guernsey Breeders. Association, 
marked the second activity of this 
kind on the part of the breeders in 
what is officially designated the 
West Central District, although fre- 
quently referred to as the La Fay- 
ette District. Guernsey develop- 
ment has been gradually gaining 
in this section since about 1925, 
although these breeders are for the 
most part relatively new. 

Last year’s show at La Fayette 
attracted about thirty head and 100 
people, and for an initial effort was 
regarded as quite satisfactory. This 
year’s show attracted fifty head and 
200 people. The cattle came from 
twenty-seven different exhibitors in 
the five counties of Fountain, Tip- 
pecanoe, Warren, Vermillion, and 
Carroll. Ralph Rinehart brought 
his cattle about seventy miles for 
this show. That the show was 
highly successful was evidenced 
from the ringside interest and from 
the unusually numerous and sincere 
expressions made by breeders to 
Dr. W. W. Yapp, after the judging. 
His reasons and explanations were 
interesting and thorough. This, 
after all, is the answer to these 
Parish or Regional Shows as they 
have been developed in recent years. 
Although they represent a tremen- 
dous amount of work by both the 
committees and the _ individual 
breeders, they fill a need as an edu-

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distributors of ‘‘GOLDEN

eastern Massachusetts district, de- 
veloped an original method of dis- 
tribution of “GOLDEN GUERNSEY” 
flower seeds last spring.

GUERNSEY’ milk—100 points—a 
perfect score.” 

At the close of this interview, 
the plan was accepted. The de- 
partment which the company had 
chosen was the ‘Cousin Mary” 
page, the Daily Woman’s and 
Magazine page of the Enterprise. 
No one could possibly make better 
use of these flower seeds than 
hundreds of these women, many of 
them interested Garden Club mem- 
bers, who designate themselves as 
“‘eousins’”’ and who, through the 
columns of the paper, keep in touch 
with each other just as often as they 
choose. 

The plan was put into operation 
by “Cousin Mary” immediately, 
and in like manner, the A. R. Parker 
Company lost no time in getting the 
list of cousins daily from the news- 
paper office, who desired the seeds. 
By May 10 over 1,000 packets had 
been distributed through the mail. 

This feature of the Enterprise was 
originated about ten years ago by 
“Cousin Mary,”’ who has devoted 
many years to newspaper work. 
The page was a success from the 
start, and each year the membership 
has been growing, so that she plans

on approximately 100 new members 
yearly, and an exceptionally large 
group at the flower exhibit were 
charter members. 

It is essentially a good-will page, 
its chief interest being to give those 
who have an urge to write, an op- 
portunity to express themselves, 
either in prose or original poetry, 
and most of the page is contributed 
daily by members. 

This was the plan: To give the 
seeds to these cousins of ‘‘ Cousin 
Mary” and then when the “ Parker

entertain them at the “Old Home- 
stead”’ at the Company’s Plant. A 
flower show, with flowers from these 
plots, with the usual judges and 
awards would be held.

His aunt, 
a woman of eighty-six years, a 
shut-in, and a loyal devotee of the 
page, was one of the “‘cousins,’”’ and 
the Old Homestead, which dates 
back to colonial days, was her 
former home.

Master Prentiss Turman, a member 
of the Horn Lake judging team, won 
the junior judging contest, and was 
very proud of the baby Hampshire 
pig which he won. The judging 
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contests were supervised by Paul 
Potter, Dairy Agriculturist for the 
Frisco Railroad, assisted by Law- 
rence Colebank, County Agent, 
Jackson, Tennessee. Following the 
contests, the majority of the visitors 
made a tour of the dairy barns for 
a herd inspection.

anyway. Another is Darigold Queen 
372833, that will probably make 
fourth place in class GGG, as she 
already has 6180.4 pounds of milk 
and 320.36 pounds of butter fat in 
165 days. Still another was Dari- 
gold Beauty 355940, with an un- 
official record of 7614.6 pounds of 
milk and 462.4 pounds of butter fat 
in class GG. She is on retest in 
class EEE, and the Friedrichs boys 
think they will make a class leader 
out of her. The fifth daughter was 
Chuckanut Pansy 374080, on test 
in class GGG, with credits of 7910.3 
pounds of milk and 348.64 pounds of 
butter fat in 282 days. 


Another interesting group con- 
sisted of four daughters of Bear 
Canyon Ruby 253962. She was 
there herself, and has made two 
consecutive world records in classes 
DDD and BBB, although she now 
has been pushed down to second 
place in those classes. Three of the 
daughters were full sisters, sired by 
Darigold Prince 180582, two of 
them being Darigold Ruby 347807 
and Darigold Queen 372833, de- 
scribed as Prince’s daughters. The 
two younger daughters were a 
yearling and a heifer calf. Skagit 
County and the rest of the Puget 
Sound country is making its Guern- 
sey history by breeding carefully 
selected bulls to such foundation 
cows as old “‘Ruby.”

viduals. After looking at each bull 
I was disappointed enough not to 
make a bid. It might be added, 
however, that I went to several 
other sales but the bulls I wanted 
sold for more money than I could 
scrape together. 

The only remedy I suggest for 
your consideration is to pose your 
animals to the best possible advan- 
tage and instruct the photographer 
to deliver the pictures as taken. 
Do not return the proof and have 
it doctored up or give the photog- 
rapher a call down for not making 
your cow or bull into an ideal. 

My friend who traveled 3,000 
miles this year to buy and then 
found the animal so far inferior to 
the sales picture, will agree with me 
in this article, but I know many of 
you men will not agree, except per- 
haps to yourselves. 

Nevertheless, I have the same 
feeling towards retouched photo- 
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graphs as did the clergyman who 
preached a sermon one time when 
the late Calvin Coolidge attended 
his church. 

““What did the preacher speak 
about?” inquired Mrs. Coolidge 
later in the day, as she had not at- 
tended the service. 

“‘Sin,”’ replied Mr. Coolidge.

cational factor in the industry, 
which has been sadly missed or 
omitted from the gradual develop- 
ment of our county, state and na- 
tional show systems. 

Paul S. Logan, La Fayette, was 
chairman of the general committee. 
However, the heavy load of put- 
ting the show across fell on the 
shoulders of the members of the 
committee nearer the location of the 
show, especially County Agent A. J. 
Hesler of the host county, J. G. 
Pyle, president of the Fountain 
County Guernsey Breeders Asso- 
ciation, J. N. Spencer, vice presi- 
dent of the Indiana Guernsey Breed- 
ers Association, and Harry Gunn, 
manager of the Indiana Condensed 
Milk Company at Veedersburg. 
Partly because of the difficulties of 
the season and partly because of the 
inexperience of the breeders, entries 
were so slow in coming in that a 
printed catalog was not possible. 
However, quite full announcements 
were possible as the classes were 
judged. 

As has been the practice for 
several years at the Indiana State 
Field Day, a judging contest was 
sponsored by the State Association. 
This was again ably managed by 
Assistant State Club Leader Harry 
Ainsworth, Purdue, assisted by Ex- 
tension Dairyman E. T. Wallace. 
Twenty-eight boys, comprising eight 
teams from seven different counties, 
participated. The counties repre- 
sented were Sullivan, Huntington, 
Tippecanoe, Parke, Howard, Boone 
and Fountain. The boys from 
Huntington County came 130 miles, 


and the boys from Sullivan County 
came eighty miles. 

The Indiana Guernsey Breeders 
Association presented ‘‘GOLDEN 
GUERNSEY” Schaeffer pencils to 
each of the eight high boys and to 
the coaches of the three high teams, 
and The American Guernsey Cattle 
Club presented ‘GOLDEN GUERN- 
SEY” watch charms to the three 
members of the high team. Fol- 
lowing is the list of eight high boys 
in the order of their placing: Ralph 
Pollock, Russiaville; John Green- 
burg, West Point; Junior Gamble, 
La Fayette; Robert Davis, Attica; 
Emmet Routh, Lebanon; Roy R. 
Smock, Fairbanks; Max Orem (tied) 
Russiaville; Allen Woody (tied), 
Thorntown. The high team was 
from Tippecanoe County, in charge 
of H. K. McMillin, La Fayette, 
Agricultural Teacher in the Jackson 
Township High School.

* Agriculture, and Dr. Barnes, 
in charge of Bang’s Disease control 
work of the Pennsylvania Bureau 
of Animal Industry, met with the 
Guernsey breeders of Bradford 
County at the beautiful farm of 
Captain Chester Wells, near Wya- 
lusing, Pennsylvania, on Friday, 
August 16. 

During the forenoon the fine herd 
of registered Guernsey cattle, fine 
barns and milk house were inspect- 
ed. During the noon hour a very 
nice picnic dinner was served in 
cafeteria style in the Community 
Hall, which is a demonstration of 
the wonderful cooperative spirit 
existing in that district. 

Following the dinner, Secretary 
J. Hansell French explained the 
duties and services rendered by the 
State Department of Agriculture 
and urged all those present to co- 
operate with his department for the 
betterment of Pennsylvania agricul- 
ture. Mr. French stated that his 
department was largely an enforce- 
ment agency and reported that six 
check testers in place of three were 
now employed to check the butter 
fat tests at the various milk receiv- 
ing stations throughout the State. 

Dr. Barnes told of the great 
progress being made throughout 
Pennsylvania in the control of 
Bang’s Disease. He stated that 
some of the greatest progress was 
being made in the western part of 
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Pennsylvania where entire areas 
are being tested. Many of these 
areas where the cattle have all been 
bred and raised on the farms have 
very few reactors. Dr. Barnes also 
explained the experimental work 
that is being done by vaccination 
in controlling this disease which has 
caused such heavy loss to many 
herd owners. 

Brief remarks were made by P. 
N. Reber, County Agent of Brad- 
ford County; William P. Sick, pro- 
duction manager of Glendale Farms, 
Inc., that retails trademark milk in 
Wilkes-Barre and Scranton; Emil 
Oleson, formerly field secretary of 
the State Association, and R. C. 
Wiggins, present field secretary. 

A. W. Wood, President of the 
Bradford County Association, pre- 
sided, while Captain Chester Wells 
introduced the speakers. 


Cumberland County Guernsey 
Tour 


——— County Guernsey 
breeders joined in an auto tour 
on Thursday, August 29, when the 
farms of Ray S. Shoemaker, near 
Progress, Dauphin County; C. E. 
Cassel, of Hershey; Fairview Farms 
of Cornwall, and the farm of How- 
ard B. Bomberger of Lebanon, were 
visited. 

The first stop was made at the 
farm of Mr. Shoemaker, one of 
Pennsylvania’s new breeders, where 
thirty head of registered Guernseys 
were exhibited, including the State 
Champion Guernsey bull at the 
1935 Pennsylvania Farm Products 
Show. 

Mr. Cassel is also a recent con- 
vert to the Guernsey breed, and is 
a member of the cow testing asso- 
ciation, with a herd average of 7048 
pounds of milk and 344.3 pounds 
of butter fat for the past year. A 
safety bull pen is used on this farm 
and was shown to the breeders. 
Fifty-five Guernseys are in produc- 
tion at Fairview Farms. The herd 
is blood tested and has an average 
butter fat production of 445 pounds 
of butter fat for the year. 

Fairview Farms is one of the 
finest equipped dairy farms in that 
section of the State. It is also one 
of the oldest Guernsey breeding 
establishments in Pennsylvania, 
having been established in 1880. 
No females have been brought into 
this herd from the outsidesince 1885. 


An up-to-date practical dairy 
estatlishment was viewed at the 
Bomberger farm. Mr. Bomberger 
is milking twenty-five cows which 
averaged 335 pounds of butter fat 
during the past year. 

One of the interesting features of 
this tour was the fact that all the 
farms visited were producing and 
selling their milk as ‘‘ GOLDEN 
GUERNSEY” Trademark milk. Mr. 
Shoemaker sells Guernsey milk to 
the Harrisburger Hotel and the 
Park Cafeteria, Mr. Cassel sells to 
the Pennsylvania Milk Products 
Corporation in Harrisburg, while 
Fairview Farms and Mr. Bomberger 
bottle and sell their milk in Leba- 
non, Pennsylvania.

F. R. Hartzell, Manager of 
Rosemount Farms, Sharpsburg, 
Pennsylvania, urged every dairy- 
man to enroll in a cow testing asso- 
ciation and stated that it was 
through the cow testing association 
work that he discovered the possi- 
bilities of Gertrude Claire 99550, 
the cow that made a world’s record 
under Mr. Hartzell’s care and super- 
vision. 

Dr. J. J. Connolly of Indiana dis- 
cussed the advisability of examining 
and treating cows for mastitis, or 
garget, and stated that this disease 
causes exceptionally heavy losses 
in many herds. 

R. C. Wiggins, field secretary, 
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attended the meeting and gave a 
report of the business of the Asso- 
ciation. Mr. Wiggins stated that 
“GOLDEN GUERNSEY” Trademark 
Milk sales had increased about 
200,000 quarts over the previous 
year.

: Guernsey herd of Chris 
Yordy, Morton, Illinois, was the 
high herd for 1934 in the Tazewell 
County, Number Two, Dairy Herd 
Improvement Association, accord- 
ing to James Hoyt, the tester, with 
an average of 410.2 pounds of 
butter fat for twenty-four cow years. 
In addition, this herd had the three 
high cows in the Association; the 
first with 580.2 pounds of butter fat 
was a grade Guernsey of unknown 
breeding, the second was Winner’s 
Beauty 319492 with 10546 pounds 
of milk and 537 pounds of butter 
fat, a daughter of Winner of East 
View 105080, a former herd sire, 
while the third was another grade of 
unknown breeding with 529 pounds 
of butter fat. This herd also had 
the high two year old in the Asso- 
ciation, Lady’s Last of Pleasant 
Lawn 355344 with 8823 pounds of 
milk and 428.1 pounds of butter fat 
in ten months.

The writer distinctly remembers 
having made quite a close examina- 
tion of this herd several years ago, 
and at that time having been quite 
unimpressed with its merits. In 
1930 Mr. Yordy entered the herd 
in the Dairy Herd Improvement 
Association, and has been in it con- 
tinuously since. Following is the 
production for the last five years: 
1930, 294.5 pounds of butter fat,

Sedgly’s Rilma’s Ultimas 177248 
has seven daughters that were 
tested this year. 


Mr. Yordy is at present using 
quite an attractive dairy type bull, 
Little Caesar 191796. His first 
daughters have recently freshened 
in other herds. He was purchased 
from H. C. Baumgartner, Walnut, 
Illinois. The first daughters of his 


sire, Ruth’s Prince Golden 154234, 
are now on test in the Dairy Herd 
Improvement Association in Mr. 
Baumgartner’s herd. The dam, 
Clementine’s Dorothy Mae 250369, 
has three records in the dairy herd 
improvement association as follows: 
9086 pounds of milk and 448 pounds 
of butter fat as a two year old; 
10685 pounds of milk and 522 
pounds of butter fat as a three year 
old; 9370 pounds of milk and 439.1 
pounds of butter fat as a four year 
old. 

She is a full sister to Clementine’s 
Ramona 313196 that some will 
remember as the calf club heifer 
with which Omar Baumgartner won 
first in the National Dairy Show 
4-H Club Show in 1931, and with 
which he came back last year to 
win the cow class in the Illinois 
State Fair 4-H Club Show and to 
win third in the open show, in 
strong competition. This winning 
calf club calf that came back has 
also produced. She made 414.4 
pounds of butter fat as a two year 
old in the dairy herd improvement 
association and 330 pounds as a 
three year old. 

Mr. Yordy’s high herd has been 
achieved by culling and by the feed- 
ing of grain the year around. Ac- 
cording to tester Hoyt, the follow- 
ing practices that have been changed 
brought about the high herd.

9. Was uninterested member of a

sociation.

Do Produce 


bD° the winners in the show ring, 
which have such an effect on 
the breed type, produce enough to 
justify the attention given them? 
The management of the Dairy 
Cattle Congress has compiled fig- 
ures which definitely show that these 
winners do produce. 

With the assistance of the various 
breed associations the management 
of the Dairy Cattle Congress has 
secured production records for the 
cows shown in the aged cow, four 
year, three year, and two year 
classes for the six years, 1929-1934. 

Records were obtained for 896 
of the 1,798 cows shown in the four 
classes during the six years. Some 
cows which were on test at the time 
the data was obtained have com- 
pleted records now, no effort was 
made to obtain the records on cows 
in Canadian herds, and a few other 
cows with production records may 
have been missed, but records were 
secured on a large number of cows 
so as to make the findings fairly 
accurate. Five hundred forty- 
seven of the 896 cows with records 
placed in the money as compared 
to 503 of the 902 without records 
which were in the money. 

The average production for the 
547 cows of all breeds which placed 
in the money is high enough to 
justify conviction that breed type 
and production do go hand-in-hand. 
It was: 517 pounds of butter fat and 
10514 pounds of milk. The averageby 
classes was: Aged cow, 588.8 pounds 
of butter fat and 12053 pounds of 
milk; four years, 537.5 pounds of 
butter fat and 10821 pounds of milk; 
three years, 486 pounds of butter fat 
and 10016 pounds of milk; two 
years, 458.9 pounds of butter fat 
and 9166 pounds of milk. 

The average production of all 
cows which were first place winners 
was: 592 pounds of butter fat and 
13942 pounds of milk. By classes 
it was: Aged cow, 632 pounds of 
butter fat and 14866 pounds of milk; 
four years, 609 pounds of butter fat 
14325 pounds of milk; three years, 
576 pounds of butter fat and 13778 
pounds of milk; two years, 564 
pounds of butter fat and 12500 
pounds of milk. 

For the purpose of comparison 
with records of other cows in their 
own breed, the records of cows in 
each breed were tabulated separate- 
ly. 

The Advanced Register Division 
of The American Guernsey Cattle 
Club very kindly furnished the 
management of the Dairy Cattle 
Congress the production records on 
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all cows shown which had records. 
In the six year period 308 Guernsey 
cows were shown in the four classes 
and of that number 180 had pro- 
duction records. Out of the 180 
cows with records, 128 placed in the 
money as compared to sixty-five of 
the 128 without records which were 
in the money. The 128 cows in the 
money had an average of 534.1 
pounds of butter fat and 10559.3 
pounds of milk. 

The average production records 
by classes were: Aged cow, 551.7 
pounds of butter fat and 10945 
pounds of milk; four year, 550.4 
pounds of butter fat and 10516.4

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There has always been a most 
friendly interchange of visits back 
and forth across the line, and there 
is also an interchange of breeding 
cattle. The British Columbians 
took care of the schedule for the 
first two days, and their hospitality 
is very much appreciated.
